To accommodate passengers, a Pull- 
man car is attached, and a buffet car 
provides meals en route for those who 
do not care to patronize the eating- 
house service at Mojave, where a stop 
is made for meals.

SANTA FE HUSTLING. 

At the office of General Manager 
Wells it wag stated yesterday that the 
Santa Fé is now engaged invcarrying 
out needed and long-contemplated im- 
provements that have been held up 
for some time on account of the un- 
certain financial conditions. This work 
will now be rushed to completion. 

New rolling stock has been purchased 
and will be placed in service in this 

tory. Among the new equipment 
is included an order for 600 refrigerator 
cars, just placed with an eastern firm, 
which will be used tn handling the 
enormous fruit business of California. 

At San Bernardino work is being 
actively prosecuted on new round- 
house and storehouse. 

The Santa Fé is now going ahead 
with the work of completing the new 
terminal facilities at Bakersfield, 
held up for some time. This work 
includes a new roundhouse and yatd 
arrangement and a small shop. 

A large amount of reconstruction 
work is also being done by the Santa 
Fé. Between San Diego and Santa 
Ana the track is being relaid. The old 
60-pound rails formerly used between 
these two points, are being taken up 
and replaced with 75-pound rails, and 


‘lthe roadbed generally is being im- 


proved. Ninety miles of rai] is being 
relaid in all. MReballasting is being 
done between San Bernardino and Bar- 
stow over the mountains. 

The shop and roundhouse force of 
the Santa Fé will be gradually in- 
creased as required by the work, but 
it is stated these forces are normal at 
the present time. 

Santa Fé officials declare freight 
traffic normal, and report a good busi- 
ners, with average movements. 

San Pedro, Los Angeles and Sait 
Lake Railway is relaying the greater 
portion of its old rails in Southern 
Utah with rails of a better quality and 
heavier than the ones now down. 
| This road has just completed a large 
amount of reconstruction work, prin- 
Cipally the rebuilding of the entire 
piece known as the Meadow Valley 
' work, which for the past two years has 
given the company a great deal of 
trouble. 

All of the old wooden bridges in- 
cluded in this work have been replaced 
with modern steel bridges. A great 
many miles of mosaic rip rap work 
has been done. This is the highest 
class of riprap known to railroad con- 
struction. It has been 
feet below the streacn bed 
from six to eight feet in thickness, the 

ace being as smooth and well laid 
as a Belgian table. 

This reconstruction work has 
been completed and this section of the 
road turned over to the operating de- 
partment by the construction depart- 
ment. The total cost of the work was 
$1,500,000, but this cost has been divid- 
ed and expended during the past two 


rs. 
The work just completed has placed 
the sixty miles of track which has been 
in constant jeopardy im an absolutely 
protected condition, which will be un- 
affected by floods or high waters. 
Officials of the Salt Lake line report 
a large increase in both freight and 
passenger traffic and expect a still 
greater increase in the near future as 
a result of a more generally restora- 
tion of confidern-e.

_ The indignation of every lover of dogs in ‘he 
city was recently aroused by the wholesale poison- 
ing of these pets. The protest was widespread and 
deep, but no motive for the crime other than wanton 
cruelty has been suggested. Certainly no justifica-

tion for the destruction of the property of others 


could be attempted. And yet a news item from 
Terre Haute, Indiana, in The Times of Monday, may 
suggest a possible cause: It was to the effect that 
one child had died and eight others had been sent 
to the Pasteur Institute because of rabies from the 
bites of a single litter of puppies. It is the worst 
case recently recorded, only because of the number 
affected; for it is seldom that a month passes with- 
out the publication of one or more deaths from 
rabies. 
Pasteur’s Institute is a monument to the danger of 
the favorite domestic pets, dogs and cats. His 
success in treating this awful disease of rabies has 
made him world-famous. It is a disease that in 
probably ninety-five times out of a hundred is raused 
by the bite of a dog. It is the more horrible be- 
cause the price is usually paid by children too young 
to realize or avoid the danger in the pets permit- 
ted, if not actually given them, by their parents or 
friends. It may possibly have something to do 
with the wholesale destruction of dogs, though this 
is only a supposition. But the work of the dog 
poisoner here is but the repetition of the experiences 
of many other places. : 
Cats, though perhaps individually as great a men- 
ace to the little ones who play with them, not being 
naturally as affectionate as dogs, are less prone to 
court contact with human beings. But they are 
dangerous. The two-year-old baby in a Los Angeles
